The Forest Service, having found the San 
Gorgonio Prinitive "rea guilty of being 
undeveloped, has ordered certain modifi- 
cations in the boundaries for the purpose 
of developing it as a full scale winter 
sports area. In other words, where a few 
hundred good skiers now are able to avail 
theriselves of its fine ski terrain, it is 
to be opened to crowds estinetec at fron 
two to five thousand, 
ches permitting, 

When this wilderness area was set aside 
in 1931 it comprised all above the 7000 
foct level on i‘ount San Corgonio and 
Tount San Bernardino, “Toads and build- 
ings were to be forbidden forever; there 
were to be only trails and campgrounds 
for hikers and horseback riders, It has 
been in late years a favored area for 
summer camping trips, especially by 
youth groups, and these numbered tozether 
with older } hikers and campers an esti- 
mated 14,000 annually. With the former 
San Jacinto Wild Area now a State Park 
and lately turned over for exploitation 
by act of the State Legislature, San 
Gorgonio is today the only real bit of 
wilderness of high Sierra calibre left 
in Southern California which is avail- 
able to those whose time and funds do 
not permit more expensive trios to the 
distant resions alon; the Sierra crest. 

"Now," says the Los Angeles Times, "the 
Forest Service proposes to cut the heart 
out of the primitive area by creating a 
corridor from Barton Flats up through 
South Fork Meadows, (called the Valley 
of the Thousand Springs by those faniliar 
with its beautiful scenery), From there 
it vould extend to the swmit of Grayback 
Ridge and would widen out at a higher 
elevation...All the land in this corridor 
is ovmed by the Tederal sovernnent and 
its use. would be controlled by the Forest 
Service...It is assw ed that private cap- 
ital would be pernitted to develop ski
